WEARY DEADLOCK 


Fourteen Hours Are Spent in 
Argument Without Agree- 
ing on Guilt of the 
Three Prisoners. 


PUNISHMENT IS CAUSE. 


Request for Further Instruc- 

tions Gives Rise to Belief _ 

That All Will Not Be 
Ordered Hanged. 


The jury in the murder trial of the car barn 
Randits spent all of last night trying in vain 


to reach a verdict, 
a deadlock still . 


At 8 o'clock this 
existed, the sheriff had left the Crimina! 
court building, and the jurors; even if they 
should agree; were not to be released from 
their‘room until 10 a.m. Judge Kersten left 
the court soon after midnight to return in ten 


Bailiff Magnus and Olson alone to guard the 
jury. The lights in the room where the 
twelve men were locked up were burning at 
an early hour. , 


Punishment Cause of Deadlock. 

The question of punishment for the defend- 
ants, all of whom are believed to have been 
found guilty, caused the deadlock, making 
uncertain the fate of Harvey Van Dine, Gus- 
tav Marx, and Peter Neidermeier. 

It is believed some of the jurors are refus- 

ing to vote the death penalty for Marx and. 
possibly for Neidermeier. 
The fact that it was the question of punish- 
ment alone over which the jury had split was 
made known shortly before adjournment, 
when the jurors asked for further instruc- 
tions from the court. They demanded ‘to 
know, whether, having found all of the de- 
fendants guilty of the same crime, they might 
inflict different punishments. They were in- 
structed that they could consider each case 
separately, not only as to guilt, but as to pen- 
ality. They appeared satisfied at the court’s 
answer, and retired, 


Van Dine’s Lawyers Protest. 

The only objection to the instruction, 
which was announced after the attorneys 
for the state and the defense had deliberated 
with the court in chambers on the jurors’ 
request, came from the attorneys for Van 
Dine. Attorney Popham, representing Marx, 
appeared pleased at the turn affairs had 
taken, and Neidermeier’s counsel appeared 
to read into the incident some hope for 
their client.

Theory of Jurors’ Attitude. 

Attorneys who followed the case under- 
stood the request for the instruction and the 
objections of Van Dine’s attorneys to mean. 
that the jury had reached conclusions as 
follows: 

That Van Dine is guilty and should be punished 
with death. His attempt to set up a defense of 
epilepsy is believed to have lost to him any sympa- 
thy from the jury. 

That the jury had found Neidermeier guilty, and 
that there was some disposition on the part of 
jurors to let him off with something less than the 
extreme penalty. The fact that no defense was 
offered for him is believed to have won him some 
sympathy. 

That the jury found Marx guilty, but, moved by 
the fact that his confession to the police had re- 
sulted in the capture of the others and touched by 
the plea of Attorney Popham, several of the jurors 
were ready to let him off with life imprisonment 
in the penitentiary. : 


Jury Asks Light on Point. 

The request for instructions was made to 
the court about 10 p. m. It was followed by 
a conference in. court among the attorneys 
for the state, for Neidermeier, and for Marx. 
The defendants were gent for and brought 
over from the jail. Then it was discovered 
that Van Dine’s attorneys were not in court. 
They were sent for and a half hour delay 
followed, during which a score of rumors as 
to the nature of the jury’s message gained 
currency among the crowd in the courtroom. 
When Attorneys Irving and Bartlett arrived 
the defendants were taken into court. Sheriff 
Barrett and Jailer Whitman assisted the 
bailiffs in guarding them. Then the jury en- 
tered and Foreman Jervis E. McKinney 
handed to the court a written request for in- 
structions, setting forth the points in dispute. 
Judge Kersten read the note silently and 
then said: 

‘The jury will retire fora time. The attor- 
neys will accofhpany the court into cham- 
bers.” 

Adjournment Until 10 A. M. 
In chambers the court and attorneys dis- 


the jury was recalled and an open court an- 
nouncement of the instruction was made. 
The jury retired, the defendants were taken 
back to their cells, and after an hour’s wait 
court adjourned until this morning. In the 
event an agreement is reached the verdict 
will be read in court at 10 a. m. 


Trials for Other Murders. 

While the possibility of a final disagree¢- 
ment in any case was not entertained by the 
state’s attorneys, they declared their readi- 
ness to proceed at once on other cases against 
any of the defendants who receive less than 
the death penalty. . 

Emil Roeske, the fourth member of th 
bandit gang, will be called to trial at once, 
no matter what is the outcome of this case. 
He, with Marx and Van Dine, will be put 
on trial for the murder of Otto Bauder. This 
is the only murder charge against Roeske. 


Marx Must Answer for Quinn. 

Marx, if he escapes death in these trials, 
will be prosecuted for the murder of Detec- 
tive John Quinn, who attempted to arrest 
him. In this case the state believes the death 
penalty will be certain. 

Against Marx, Van Dine, and Neidermelier 
is still pending the charge of murdering John 
B. Johnson, the motorman, who was shot in 
the car barn robbery in which Stewart was 
killed. The evidence is the same as in the 
case just tried. 

Asa final case against Van Dine and Neider- 
meier, should they by any chance escape the. 
death penalty in the other cases, is the double 
murder committed on the night of Aug. 1, 
when B. C. Le Gross and Adolph Johnson 
wére shot while in the former’s saloon at 
Forty-seventh and North avenues.

North Platte, Neb., March 11.—[Special.]— 
Col. W. F. Cody (Buffalo Bill), Indian fighter, 
scout, and hero of all young America, has 
sued his wife for divorce, alleging that his 
companion of thirty-five years has been 
guilty of “ cruelty.” 

His wife retorts that the long haired rough 
rider yearns for a younger wife who will bear 
him an heir (all their children are dead), 
and ‘insists that because she is old and be- 
cause she is no longer good looking the one 
time terror of the plains cannot cast her off 
as he would an old moccasin. 


Says Wife Was Rude to Guests. 
The galalnt colonel also swears in his bill 
‘of complaint that Louise (the wife) tried .o 
poison him the day before Christmas, 1900, 
and that in place of being a gracious hostess 
and hospitable chatelaine of his estate at 
Basin, Big Horn valley, Wyo., she has re- 
fused to entertain his guests and shooed 
them away from the portals of his castle.

Armed Squatter, 
-* Holds Fort by Wolf Lake. 


AWAITS AN ATTACK AT DAWN 


‘In Room of ‘‘Delaware House’’ He 
Withstood Eviction All Day. 


Locked in a bedroom in his “ castle,”’ the 
‘‘ Delaware. house,’’ on the shore of Wolf 
lake, near Hegewisch, and armed with a 
shotgun, a rifle, and a revolver, Ellis Ben- 
nett, or “Ole Man” Bennett, as he is com- 
monly known, awaits an attack from 
a deputy sheriff and twenty-five assistants, 
who are marshaled just outside the doorway. 

At midnight it was announced by Deputy 
Sheriff John D. Long that an attack would 
be made at 5 a. m., when, it was expected, 
Bennett would be tired out by his long vigil. 
An attempt will be made to batter down the 
door and take the hotelkeeper by assault. 

Bennett is preparing to die in defense of 
“ squatter sovereignty.’’ Since 1869 he has 
held possession of the 160 acres, in the middle 
of which his “ castle’ stands. Particularly, 
the has denied” the right of the Knicker- 
bocker Ice company to oust him, For the 
last four years he has refused to recognize 
a judgment obtained by the company from 
Judge Tuley, declaring him to be an inter- 
loper. 

Will Die Before Surrendering. 

Bennett is now confronting—from the other 
side of the locked door—men sent by order 
of court to drive him off the 160 acres ‘in 
order that his old enemy may have posses- 
sion. He expects they will break the door 
down this morning. 

-“ You'll have to kill me to get me, and, the 
Lord willin’, l’'ll take a few of you along to 
heaven with me,"" was the squatter’s ulti- 
matum to his adversaries. - 

The bedroom in which Bennett has taken 
refuge is on the first floor and in the center of 
the building. It has no windows, and its 
only entrance is the door that Bennett locked 
behind him. 

On Thursday the deputy sheriff and his 
twenty-five assistants dashed suddenly up 
the steps, intending to surprise Bennett. The 
outer door was unlocked and they expected 
no resistance. 

Within they found the members of Bennett's 
household, his two sons,’ Willard and John, 


and .their wives, and Mrs. Della Deimar, a 


housekeeper. There was also John’s year 
old son. , 
“Armed? You Need to Be.” 

*T suppose you've come after pop,” said 
Willard, the elder son. 

Long replied in the affirmative. 

“ Are you arméd? ‘Cause you'll need your 
guns to take him,’’ remarked Willard. 

Long said that all his men were armed, 

“All right,” rejoined Willard. ‘“ You'll 
find him behind that door, right there at the 
end of the passageway.” : 

The deputy sheriff and his party walked 
to the door and one of them pounded on it. 

“ Who's thar,”’ shouted the squatter. 

“This is Deputy Sheriff Peters, with writ 
of assistance from the Superior court. I 
hereby order you to vacate these premises,” 
replied Peters. 

‘Bennett was also informed that the deputy 
sheriff had with him twenty-five men, but 
that no violence would be done him if he 
would come out of the bedroom and sur- 
render. 

Thereupon Bennett declared he would not 
come out and that he would kill the first 
man that went in after him. 

Since that ultimatum, the deputy sheriff 
and hie party of twenty-five have made 
no progress.

E. A. Rysdon Surprises Trustees with . 


a Signed Statement. 


Eli A. Rysdon, sheet metal contractor, 
yesterday over his signature admitted to the 
buildings and grounds committee that his 
firm, E. A. Rysdon & Co., secured excess 
payments on school contracts without the 
knowledge of the board of education.

Japanese will have an army of 150,000 men 
in Corea within three weeks, including 35,000 
already landed atChemulpo. Thescene here: 
daily is one Of well ordered chaos. The har- 
bor's edge is piled high with 200,000 tons of 
stores, packs of equipment, ight guns, car- 
riages, and bullet proof shields for 5,000 
cavalry and pack horses. 

Perfect system obtains. The troops dally 
entrain for Seoul, whence they advance 
to the north in bodies of a few hundred, to 
march direct overland or to proceed in open 
boats fifty miles to Kaiju. Thus the country 
north of Seoul is starred with parties con- 
verging into the Pingyang neighborhood. A 
large ‘number of three inch field guns, made 
in Japan, have been landed at Haiju and 
moved north. , 


Pingyang the Northern Base. 
Pingyang will be the northern Japanese 
base, under Maj. Gen. Kigoshi. It is an an- 
cient walled stronghold, capable of easy 
defense. The imperial guard division al- 
ready is there, hurrying the fortifi- 
cations and walls. 

A landing will commence soon at Gensan, 
where the arrangement Is perfect. 


Permanent Force at Seoul. 

A garrison of 6,000 men has been perma- 
nently established at Seoul. The new bar- 
racks are nearing completion here and also 
at Masampho, Fusan, Gensan, Mokpo, and 
in northern Corea in the vicinity of Pingyang. 

Anju already has been the scene of the first 
land engagement in the present war, when 
Russian scouts were forced to retire after a 
short skirmish. Certain routes south of the 
Yalu river, leading to Pingyang. are still held 
by the Russians, where each vijlage contains 
a party of fifty or sixty cavalry, ageregat- 
ing 8,000. 

Japan’s Apparent Plans. 

The present scheme of the Japanese ap- 
parently is to mass a great army at the nar- 
rowest part of the country above Pingyang 
and await the Russian attack for a reason- 
able time, failing which a forward march 
will be commenced, possibly codperating with 
a column which wil] be landed at Gensan for 
eastern coast work, ultimately arriving be- 
fore Viadivostok. 

Telegraphic communication with Anju sud- 
denly has been irterrupted, indicating a Rus- 
sian advance southward, probably with the 
idea of dislodging the Japanese at Pingyang 
before they are too strongly intrenched. The

Seeking Alliance with China. 

Gen. Min Yung Chul, the new Corean min- 
ister to’China, left on the 28th ult. via Chefoo, 
being hurried away by the Japanese author- 
ities. It is stated his purpose is to make a 
treaty between Japan, China, and Corea. 
Such a treaty probably will provide for all 
possible help to Japan, notably from the 
large and efficient Chinese force round Hai:- 
kow, which long has been officered by Jap- 
anese. The treaty possibly will provide also 
for the use of the Corean army, numbering 
12,000. China thus will be reas8ured that 


nothing was inimical to her interests in the

Rush Work on Railroad. 

The Japanese government is taking re- 
markable measures to secure the rapid con- 
struction of the Seoul-Wiju railway. Prac- 
tically all the railway engineers of Japan 
have been brought here, more than 500 being 
engaged on this work alone. Rails and 
equipment have been taken from existing 
railways in Japan and are arriving daily. 
Pontoon bridges will be used and tunnels 
avoided. These works will be made on the 
permanent road afterwards. The railway 
thus becomes a valuable adjunct for mili- 
tary purposes.

‘“ There were nearly eighty in our party 
when we reached the frontier. Sixty-five of 
us were Jews and the rest Christians. We 
lined up bef >re a sentry, telling us to keep as 
quiet as possible until we were given the 
word, and then to run as fast as we could 
for Prussia. There are hundreds at every 
frontier post waiting for a chance to come 
here to escape military duty.”

SECRETS OF 


JULIAN TESTIFIES IN 


Tells All About Color Schemes and 
Sheds Much Light on the Evolution 
of a Modern Extravaganza—Says the 
Play Was Outlimed Before Mrs. Alice 
Riley's ‘ yshop” Was Submitted— 

Harsh Critic of Evanston Writer— 
Latter’s Charge Plagiarism. 


A dusty, dreary courtroom was turned into 
a greenroom yesterday and all the details of 
“color schemes,’ scenarios,’ and other 
features of a modern extravaganza explained 
by Julian Mitchell. Mr. Mitchell was the first 
witness called before Judge Brentano in the 
suit of Mrs. Alice D. Riley of Evanston, who 
asserts that the “ Babes in Toyland” was 
stolen from her work entitled Toyshop.’ 
The defendants, besides Mr. Mitchell, are 
Fred R. Hamlin, proprietor and manager of 
the Grand opera house: Harry HBamlin, 
George Hamlin, Glen MacDonovgh, and Vic- 
tor Herbert. 

Mr. Mitchell was heard first by agreement, 
as he starts for New York today to rehearse 
the summer production of the “ Wizard of 
Oz.”” His theatrical position he explained 
thus: 

“JT am noted in New York City, in fact I 
can say that I am famous for color schemes 
throughout the United States.”’ 

Mr. Mitchell's story was largely in relation 
to the scenic effects of the play produced at 
the Grand opera house last summer and the 
various conversations with Mr. Hamlin, Mr. 
MacDonough, and the property mén and 
stage manager of the production. Mr. 
Mitchell asserted that the butterfly scene and 
other scenes in the play were suggested to 
him by a simHar production he witnessed in 
Paris in 1900. 


Antedates Mrs. Riley’s Play. 


Mr. Mitchell admitted that the spider's 
den and the butterfly scene were not in the 
original scenario, but were an after arrange- 
ment. All the conversations, he said, were 
prior to Dec. 25, 1902, and before Mrs. Riley 
submitted her play to George Hamlin. The 
first scenario of the play was submitted by 
Mr. MacDonough in October, 1902, in New 
York, he asserted. 

The same color schemes that were em- 
ployed jn the * Babes”’ were also used in 
Whirly Twirley’’ and other productions 
and were those he usually employed, Mr. 
Mitchell declared. In reference to Mrs. 
Riley’s work he was asked if he had read her 
scenario. 

* Scenario?’’ he repeated. “ No, I read her 
notes. There was no scenario, no story, and 
no plot, absolutely none.”’ 

Of the characters in “ Toyshop,”” Mr. 
Mitchell declared: ‘ They talk and move. 
The prince comes upon the stage without 
interruption, without cause, and without 
reason. I don't know who the heroine is or 
the hero. The prince comes in in the first 
act and then we lose sight of him entirely 
until in the last act.” 


Gives Definition of Press Agent. 


“A press agent is an evolution of the re- 
porter,’ the witness said. ‘‘ He hears a con- 
versation between the managers and then 
gives it out, thinking he is doing a service to 
them. It is often entirely unauthorized.” 

Mrs. Riley charges that her play was writ- 
ten in 1902 and was submitted to George 
Hamlin. Later George Hamlin informed 
her that the manuscript had been rejected, 
but she alleges that the scenerio was not 
returned. June 17 the production of a play, 
‘* Babes in Toyland,” was begun at the Grand 

ra house. Mrs. Riley alleges many 
similarities in the two pieces. She asks for 
the royalties on the “ Babes in Toyland,” and 
also seeks the enjoining of the further pro- 
duction of the play.

Dr. Evans epodke to a university extension 
class in the Fine Arts building, and urged 
that tuberculosis can be cured in Chicago 
by the outdoor treatment. 

He declared that if the municipality under- 
takes to wage a war against the disease it 
‘can conquer it by building open shacks on 
vacant lots in the outlying sections of the 
city. These, he said, should be occupied all 
the year around. 

Tried by Many 

“This cure,” 
tried and has proved successful... Scores of 
Chicagoans have lived out of doors in shacks 
or in tents in thelr back yards all winter. 
Some of them are now in a normal condition.”’ 

Dr. Evans declared that one-sixtieth of the 
total population of Chicago is now afflicted 
with tuberculosis. He said that 90.4 per 
cent of the deaths are caused by tuberculosis. 

“We hear of the lung block, the famous 
lung block in New York,” he said, ‘“* where 
during the last nine years in the four sides of 
the block there have been 260 cases of tuber- 
culosis. A block in Clark street beats this

DIESEL PLANT EMPLOYES

Striking Canmakers Wait in Vain for 
Opportunity to Attack Nonunion 
Employes—Circulars Sent to Mine- 
workers by President Mitchell 
Arouse Much Criticism—Labor Lead- 
ers Declare Advice to Accept Lower 
Wages Would Affect All Trades. 


Union pickets surrounding the Diesel plant 
of the American Can souapal yesterday 
afternoon were outwitted by the managers 
of the concern. While the strikers were wait- 
ing for the nonunion employés to march out 
to a street car. a special railroad train backed 
up to the shop. The workers left the plant 
before the watchers knew what had hap- 
pened. 

The Diesel plant is at the intersection of 
the tracks of the Lake Shore and Chicago and 
Western Indiana railroads, near Fortieth 
street and Stewart avenue. Cars can be run 
to the doors of the big bulldings. Since the 
strike of the can workers was called in 
February, the union has picketed the shop 
closely. When the company tried to resume 
operations last Thursday the new employés 
were attacked by the watchers and their 
supporters, and a heavy police guard was 
required to get them to the street cars. 


Mitchell’s Circular Is Criticised. 

The circulars sent out by President John 
Mitchell and other officers of the United 
Mineworkers have caused much adverse 
criticism among Chicago labor leaders, 
Should the miners accept a wage reduction, 
as they are advised to do, it is feared a dan- 
gerous precedent would be established. 

“Every employer in the city who has a 
wage contract expiring this year would ex- 
pect to have a cut,” said Secretary E. N. 
Nockels of the federation of labor. “It 
would be almost impossible to secure ad- 
vances or to renew old agreements.’’ 

**I cannot understand what a labor leader 
means by advising lower wages,”’ said M. J. 
Deutsch, secretary of the building material 
trades council. “ Lam afraid Mitchell is get- 
ting too close to the ite house.”’ 


Other News in Labor World. 


Charles Coy, a member of the Franklin Union of 
Pressfeeders, charged with threatening William 
Ackerman, an employé of the Wagner & Hansen 
company, 166 Clinton street, was discharged by 
Justice Chott. Coy promised not to annoy the 
printing company’s men.

Only one defendant offered 
evidence and that was shown to be worthless, 
As against the strong substructure of con- 
fession and corroborative evidence on which 
the case of the state is built the defense had 
hurled nothing more potent than appeals for 
sympathy. It is a defense of sentiment 
against a strong case of deadly evidence. 


Olson Asks Death for All. 

“ Your oath requires that you do not disre- 
gard the law and the facts tn this case. You 
have not the power as jurors to do so if you 
would. What are these maudiin pleas for 
sympathy against the undisputed evidence 
that these defendants blotted out the life of 
Frank W. Stewart without giving him a me- 
ment’s warning either to defend himself er 
make a plea to his maker? The safety of the 
state depends on your’ verdict in this case. 
It is your duty to teach these outlaws and 
others of their kind that the law is mighty. 
and must prevail, and that human life is not 
to be sacrificed to the passion for plunder. 

‘* Give them less than death and you say to 
others who are following in their footsteps 
that the taking of life is no more a crime in 
the eyes of civilization and the law than the 
taking of property. You tell these men and 
others of their kind that you believe in the 
principle that has governed their career of 
crime: 

“ «Kill first and rob dead men, Kill the 
witnesses to your robbery, and the law will 
reward you.’ 

Judge’s Instructions to Jury.

Cost of Trial Is $60,000. 

‘With the exception of the Luetgert trials, 
the case has been the longest drawn out 
and most expensive ever tried im the Cook 
county Criminal court. The work of se- 
curing a jury commenced on Jan. 6. Four 
weeks were consumed in filling the panel, 
one juror having been dismissed after he had 
been accepted because of his false answers 
to questions put him in .qualifying for serv- 
ice. The time of the jury, including today, 
will be 633 days, which, at $2, makes a cost 
of $1,266, exclusive of mileage and their 
board at the hotel. The time of the court, 
prosecuting attorneys, police, and deputy 
sheriffs represents an outlay in salaries of

NEW COMMERCIAL HIGH. | 


Chicago Is Assured Institution 
in Downtown District, at a 
Cost of $400,000. 


George B. Cortelyou, secretary of the new 
federal department of commefce and labor, 
arrived in Chicago from Washington last 
night. He is here on invitation of the Mer- 
chants’ club and will speak at the meeting of 
the club to be held tonight at the Auditorium. 

Secretary Cortelyou is taking a lively inter-- 
est in the matter of establishing commerical 
high schools throughout the country and it 
is expected that he will speak at some length 
tonight on that subject, which has just 
reached a peint of vital interest n Chicago. 

‘‘Il am glad to know the city of Chicago is 
about to establish a high school of com- 
merce similar to the great schools of this 
character in Philadelphia and other eastern 
cities,” said the secretary at the Annex last 
‘night. 
*% “t am pleased to know also that the Mer- 
chants’ club’ has taken an active interest in 
the proposition, and that it seems likely to 
bé realized in the near future. The time 
bas come when the public realizes that the 
high school can do more than prepare stu- 
dents for college or for teaching., A course 
that shall give four years of solid work in 
culture subjects and at the same time come /| 
‘4nto cloge touch with the life of the business 
world will be of immense value to the youth 
of our land. 

“The attention that is now being given to 
technical high schools and high schools of 
commerce is an indication of the interest of 
the public in the practical things of life. 
While the aim of such schools will not be jo 
make mere bookkeépers, stenographers, or 
clerks, it will contemplate a kind of work 
that will have some relation to the ordinary 
requirements of business.” 


What Commercial High School Is. 

“In what manner does the commercial 
high school differ from the every day busi- 
ness college?’ he was asked. 

‘It is different in many respects. It goes 
deeper into the ethics of commercial ac- 
tivity. The student will get much more 
than a superficial training for a business 
eareer. The business college has its place; 
the commercial school goes farther.” 

“ What success attendec the experi- 
ment in the east?’ 

“In New York and Philadelphia these 
schools of commerce have met with great 
success and seem to have filled a long felt 
want. The large attendance and general 
interest shown is perhaps the best indica-. 
tion of the need of such gees of learn- 
ing.”’

CHARGES AGAINST DIETRICH OF 
NEBRASKA UNDER INQUIRY. 


Senate Committee Hears Evidence of 
Citizens of Hastings, Whe Declare 
That Postmaster Jacob Fisher Paid 
$2,500 for His Appointment—Wit- 
nesses Admit That They Are the Po- 
litical Enemies of the Man They Ac- 

\couse—Allegations Denied. 


Washington, D. March 11.—[Special.]— 
The charges of official corruption against 
United States Senator Dietrich of Nebraska 
were taken up today by a senate committee 
composed of Hoar, Spooner, Cockrell, Pettus, 
and Platt of Connecticut. 

Briefly stated, the principal charge is that 
Senator Dietrich sold the Hastings, Neb., 


$2,500 after Adam Breed had failed to make 
good on a proposition to pay $700 a year for 
four years. 

This charge is made by Leopold Hahn, who 
was postmaster at Hastings from 1897 to 1901. 
Hahn wae the first witness. He testi- 
fied to a conversation he had with Fisher on 
April 23,.1901. Fisher told Hahn that Diet- 
rich wanted him (Fisher) to pay $2,500 for the 
appointment. Fisher asked Hahn if a*note 
for $2,500 given to Dietrich for the appoint- 
ment would have to be paid. Hahn consulted 
J. D. Pope, a lawyer, who said such a note 
would not be negotiable. 


How the Case Started. 


Hahn produced a memorandum purport- 
ing to. give the details of the conversation 
with Fisher, made thirty minutes after the 
talk took place. It was as follows: 

Conversation held between Leopold Hahn and 
Jacob Fisher In regard to the postmaster which 
Mr. Dietrich will cause to appoint—or for sale, as 
you might call ft, to the highest bidder. Here is 
Dietrich’s proposal to Fisher: 

First-To pay for the new furniture in the new 
room called the Dietrich building, which will cost 
about $2,000 to $2,500. 


Second—To pay for all coal during the f years 
for heating such a room, also pay for agg oo 
ake 


work, which will amount to abou 
this off the salary of the postmaster and give it 
to Dietrich. Beside this the government will pay 
Dietrich $1,800 per year rent for furnishing and 
heating the said Dietrich building. 

Hahn admitted that Dietrich and himself 
had been political enemies for many years. 


Fisher Denies It All. 

Jacob Fisher testified that the Hastings 
postoffice row was caused by the intense 
business rivalry between two parts of the 
city. Hahn had the postoffice in the Grand 
Army of the Republic building, the fixtures 
being owned by the Grand Army of the Re- 
public. Fisher moved the postoffice to a 
building owned by Dietrich, and paid the 
Grand Army of the Republic $500 for the 
fixtures. The postoffice inspector had ob- 
jected to the size of the room in the Dietrich 
block, claiming it was too large. Thereupon, 
the postoffice room was reduced by a parti- 
tion. Fisher and his deputy, Francis, rented 
the room cut off, each paying $100 a year. 
Francis paid his share of the rent for five 


months. Then Dietrich found that the room 
had remained vacant and refunded the 
money. 


TWO SENATORS OPPOSE WOOD. 


Exécutive Session Hears Speeches in Op- 
position to His Promotion by 
Scott and Blackburn. 


Washington,.D. C., March 11.—Two set 
speeches were made in opposition to Gen. 
Wood's confirmation as major general in the 
senate today, the speakers being Senators 
Scott and Blackburn, the only members of the 
committee on military affairs who opposed 
a favorable report on the nomirmation. 

Senator Scott quoted largely from the testi- 
mony, following closely the charges made 
by Maj. Rathbone, which he said had been in 
large measure sustained. He accused Gen. 
Wood of insubordination to Gen. Brooke and 
contended that his responsibility for tho 
Runcie magazine article was quife definitely 
established. He also referred at some léngth 
to the franchise to the Jai Alai, asserting 
that Gen. Wood’s conduct in that case had 
been far different from what that of the chief 
representative of the United States govern- 
ment in Cuba should have'been. 
of as the injustice of Gen. Wood's appoint- 
ment, saying that there are over a hundred 
veteran officers of the civil war who have not 
attained rank beyond that of colonel.

house. 
The debate, which continued-over seven 
hours, was marked by hitter denunciation 
of the postmaster general, of Mr. Bristow, 
and of members by each other. 


Plain Language Is Used. 
Among the things said were the following: 
MR. COWHERD (Mo.)—There is no occasion 
to refer the matter to the committee to see wheth- 
er the charges against members had been made. 
The report of Gen. Bristow had gone out with 
the roval of the president. I say that if we 
must answer whether the charge is true that 
Beavers usually complied with the requests of 
members of congress regardless of the merits of 
the case, the answer is that the charge is true. 
Beavers to blame? Yes, sir. Are the members 
of the house to blame for it? No. If members 
had made unusual requests upon the department 
the propriety of their conduct was a question be- 
tween themselves and their constituents. It is 
not a violation of law. - The committee could not 
undertake to edit the department’s report nor 
could they discriminate between the cases cited. 
If they had done so the committee would have been 
lashed from the floor of the house. 

Members have stated the department has lied 
and published malicious slanders against members 
of the house. They said the department did it 
for a purpose and then they say the membership 
of the house will appoint a committee before 
which members can go and have the particular 
case investigated. But when you come to in- 
vestigate the department it must be done by your- 
selves.

He replied that the 
question mever had been raised until after 
Mr. Smoot’s election to the senate.

ANN ARBOR POISON TEST ENDS. 


Students Who Drank It Are Unhurt, 
but Effects on Them Are | 
Kept Secret. | 


Mich., March 11.—[{Special. ]—. 
The Michigan poison drinking experiment is 
ended, and the authorities announce that the 
four coeds and eleven boys who drank an 
unknown poison in the cause of science are 
so far none the worse for their experiment. 

The name of the drug is still a secret, but 
to prevent exaggerated notions of its fatal 
-power it is announced that it comes from a 
common plant which grows all about Ann 
Arbor. Results of scientific value obtained 
in the last five weeks will not be published 
till May or June, when they are classified. 

Four of the original fifteen poison testers 
dropped out before the end. The only 
known bad effects of the poison which have 
got past the censor are a few splitting head- 
aches, which lasted from sixteen to thirty 
hours @t the start. The experimenters as- 
sert that the most painful part of the poison 
drinking experiment was the notoriety and 
jokes which campus wits have gotten off at 
their expense. 

The test began five weeks ago with physi- 
cal, mental, and psychological! examinations. 
Not only an ordinary medical examination 
was taken, but others to enable student 
testers to tabulate such results, if there were 
any, as exhilarating, mental depression, or 
even the effects on the memory and other 
mental processes.

Ashfand, Wis., March 11.—[Special.]—The 
Rev. Dr. William E. Barton of Oak Park ad- 
dressed the teachers of northern Wisconsin 
tonight at their association meeting.

MITCHELL TO MINERS—DON’T STRIKE. 

President Mitchell is not afraid of strikes. 
‘There have been occasions when he has 
recommended them. Therefore it is not 
dread of an industrial conflict which In- 
duces him to urge the bituminous coal 
miners. of the middle west to rescind the 
instructions given their delegates not to 
consent to a reduction in wages, and to 


the operators as the condition of a two year 
agreement. His acquaintance with the sit- 
‘uation, which is more extensive than that 
of the miners, compels him to warn them 
that this is not a time to strike. 
“The experiences of the past have shown 
us conclusively,” says President Mitchell, 
*“ the folly of striking when the markets are 
going down.” Therefore it would be folly 
to strike now, because “it is conceded on 
all sides that the apex of industrial activity 
has been reached, and we are slowly moving 
toward an industrial depression.” Further- 
more, he argues, a presidential election is 
at hand, and the years in which such elec- 
tions are held are: proverbially dull from 
a business point of view. - 
It is the duty of keen and trustworthy 
scx leaders to scan economic conditions 
osely; to know when a strike has a chance 
of success and when it has not; to appre- 
ciate when to denfand an increase in wages 
and when to accept a decrease. 
President Mitchell has been a labor leader 
of this sort. In the past he has proved him- 


_self a courageous commander in war and a 


sagacious counselor in peace. The miners

once again and insure themselves against

WHY APPLES CONDUCE TO MORALITY. 


The apple as an instrument of morality 
is deserving of serious consideration. But 
the subject need not be narrowed to the 
apple. Almost the whole category of more 
or less acid fguits is to be included with 
safety to the experiment. . 
Figuratively, the American has been 
charged with eating too much corn and toe 
little fodder. Steaks, with their proteids, 
have tempted his palate. The starchy foods, 
with their carbohydrates, have not seemed 
worth while. The result has been an un- 
balanced diet. Ordinarfly the term “ un- 
balanced diet” hds meant for the laity a 
mere bit of phraseology adopted by the pro- 
fession and appertaining to its technicali- 
ties. Yet the wrong dieter has suffered in- 
definable pangs. He has been hungry and 
yet has not known just what toeat. Or he 
has not been hungry and has craved some- 
thing which he cannot guess or name. Under 
such circumstances he has taken a drink of 
whisky for this subconscious craving. 
Whether the whisky was the thing he 
needed, at the least it has anesthetized his 
want. 

Just here comes the philosophy of the 
apple. Fruits for the most part are water 
and carbohydrates. Considered from the 
point of nutritive worth, the apple is close 
to nothing. But as apple sauce always has 
been the foil for the succulent roast pig, so 
the raw fruit finds its digestive antithesis in 
lean beef. It becomes a concession to a bal- 
anced ration, and, eliminating the social 
features of drinking, it is conceded that the 
nearer balanced is man’s diet thé less desire 
he has for alcohol, Drink among the work- 
ing classes of Great Britain is declared to 
have received unmeasured impulse through 
the scarcity of fruits and the high prices that 
rule. Long ago the observation was made 
that the man overfond of liquor had small 
taste for fruits, just as the man with much 
fonduess for fruits cared nothing for alcohol. 

Let the St. Louis exposition institute 
something more than an Apple day. Letus 
have an Apple month or an Apple year if 
need be. 


QUINN CHAPEL VS. JIM CROW LAW. 

There are indications that Quinn chapél 
in Chicago is considering an unwise move 
with reference to color conditions south of 
the Ohio river. Contemplating the African 
Methodist conference that is to meet in this 
city in May, a committee in the local church 
is advocating a petition to the Pullman com- 
pany to set aside the provisions of the * Jim 
crow ” law so far as it shall have bearing on 
the delegates to that body. 

The railroads are now preparing for the 
conference. They are planning to provide 
separate sleeping and dining cars for the 
delegates, and if the laws are enforced these 
ears shall not be inferior to those provided 
for white travelers. Yet Quinn chapel is 
proposing to ask the president of the Pull- 
man company to break the statutes of the 
southern states, which forbid not only a 
negro’s riding in a coach with a white man 
but also a white man from riding in a coach 
set aside for the colored traveler. 

It is not a question of right or wrong to 
the negro, it is a condition which Quinn 
chapel is facing. Out of this condition grows 
the certainty that the Pullman company will 
refuse to consider the petition for a moment. 

The “ Jim crow ” law is in effect south of 
the Ohio river. Ithas been carefully worded 
that it might escape the charge of uncon- 
stitutionality. It treats the white man in 
the negro’s car just as it serves the negro 
in the white mau’s coach. Simply the 
division of a coach by a strong, firm parti- 
tion is enough for the most part. One coach 
shall be as good as another, and there shal! 
be the same equipment, speed, and service 
for each. 

In the Kentucky law, for instance, one 
tiny see why the president of the Pullman 
company cannot consider the Quinn chapel 
petition. Under this statute the corpora- 
tion, person, or persons operating “ railroad 
ears or coaches by steam or othefwise ” 
within the state, or like operators outside 
the state whose cars or coaches pass through 
any portion of that state, become amenable 
to the law’s provisions. Continuing—

coaches or cars for the travel or transportation of 
the white and colored passengers on their respec- 
tive limes of railroad.

separate coach within the meaning of this act, and 
each separate coach or compartment shall bear in 
some conspicuous place appropriate words in plain 
letters indicating the race for which it is set apart. 


The president of the Pullman company 
could not conform to such a petition as is 
proposed without becoming a law breaker, 
As such his company would be subject to a 
fine of $600 to $1,500 for each offense in 
Kentucky. Even the,conductor of the train 
or car must not violate the law under. pen- 
alty of $50 to $100. These are reasons 
enough for the Pullman ‘company in the cir- 
cumstances. They are not reasons, how- 
ever, why the negro traveler through Ken- 
tucky, under the Kentucky law, may not 
demand the best of accommodations, waking 
or sleeping, upon all railroads. 


GOOD NEWS FOR FILIPINOS. — 

The passage by the senate of the Frye 
Philippine shipping bill as amended is an 
assurance that congress will not legislate 
against the Filipinos and undo the good 
work done by Secretary of War Taft while 
he was governor of the islands. The exten- 
sion of the coastwise navigation laws to 
commerce between the Philippines and the 
United States will not be effected until July 
1, 1905, and may be postponed to a later 
date. 

There are at this time so few vessels sail- 


‘ing under the American flag available for 


Philippine trade that if they were given a 
monopoly of it freight rates would go up 
considerably, to the «prejudice of’the Fili- 
pinos and of many American interests. The 
shipbuilders have asked for an immediate 
extension of the navigation laws to the 
Philippine trade. They will not get that 
but they will be given a conditional promise 
that if they will proceed to build vessels 
suitable for that trade there will be exelu- 
sive and profitable employment for those 
vebsels next year. 

Even if the exclusion of foreign vessels 
from the Philippine trade sixteen months 
hence should imvolve a slight advance in 
freight rates, that will be more than made 
good by the promised reduction or entire 
removal of the duties on Philippine products. 
At present the tobacco and sugar of the 
islands pay 75 per cent of the Dingley tariff 
rates. That explains why only about 
‘$1,000,000 worth of the two staple products 
of the Philippines was imported last year. 
There is a distinct understanding among the 
republican leaders in the senate that at the 
short session tariff concessions shall be made 
to the Filipinos. Their implied pledges to 
that effect are not binding on the house, but 
it cafinot be assumed that the republican 
leaders in that body will be so unmindful of 
the welfare of the Filipinos and of the duty 
which the nation owes to them as to refuse 
to follow in the wake of the senate when 
the senate is in the right. 

The house should concur in the amended 
Frye bill, and should do so befére the close 
of this session. At the next session the sen- 
ate and house should do tardy justice to the 
Filipinos by admitting all their products 
duty free. No American producer will be 
harmed, but the Filipinos will be bene- 
fited, and trade between them and Ameri- 
cans greatly increased. 

Congress has begun moving in the right 
direction. Let it keep in motion until it 
reaches the goal. -

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE PONTENOY 


HILD five sovereigns, including the 

kaiser, Edward VII., the kings of 

Sweden and Denmark, as well as the 

queen of the Netherlands, have con- 

tributed handsome subscrir tions to 

the fund now being raisedin connection with 

the centenary of the British and Foreign 

Bible society, the king of England was ne 

epicuous by his absence from the great cele 

bration tn St. Paul's cathedral last Sunday 

held in connection with the affair, though the 

queen and her daughters were present, but 
not officially. 

It was announced that the king had been 
kept away by a severe cold, and while this 
is possibly true it must be admitted that the 
indisposition came at a fortunate moment. 
For the bible society ts essentially a mis- 
sionary enterprise, devoting its immense re- 
sources to the distribution of the Anglican 
version of the holy writ hot only in nonchris- 
tian countries but also in those where the 
ara Catholic creed is the prevalent be- 
Hef. 

Now, King Bdéward has many millions of 
Roman Catholic liewés and is Hkewise the ruler 
of the largest Mohammedan population in the 
world, the number of followers of the 
prophet subject to his sway being many 
times greater than that of those who. give 
their allegiance to the Turki¢h sultan| He 
is therefore debarred by political cons - 
tions from officially countenancing and iden- 
tifying himself with anything that’can be 
construed as an attempt to proselyte those 
who do not adhere to the established church 
of England or that can be interpreted as 
favoring the work of any society or corpora- 
tion against the non-Anglican denomina- 
tions and nonchristian beliefs in his domin- 
fon. 

The late Queen Victoria was one of the 
most sincerely pious and devout women that 
have ever occupied a Buropean throne. Yet 
she always remembered that she was ruler 
not of one particular sect but of millions 
professing many different beliefs, all alike 
entitled to her consideration, and whose re- 
ligious {deals she was as their sovereign 
bound to respect. In consequence thereof, 
though she privately subscribed to the funds 
of the leading missionary organization, she 
was careful to abstain from any participa- 
tion in their public festivals and celebra- 
tions. King Edward ts apparently following 
her lead in the matter. ‘

bered that Lady Granville at the close of a 
singularly sensational and scandalous case 
in the Divorce court, during the course of 
which she had testified on oath that her Ittle 
daughter, though born during her former 
marriage, was not the offspring of her for- 
mer husband but of her present spouse, de- 
clined to obey the order of the judge for the 
surrender of the girl to the tribunal and hav- 
ing disguised the child as a boy outwitted 
the detectives who.were watching her house, 
and made good her escape abroad, where she 
has since remained with her little girl per- 
fectly safe from the warrant for her arrest 
issued against her as guilty of contempt of 
court so long as she does not set her foot on 
English soll. 

In the proceedings which have just taken 
place tn the Court of Appeal! the lawyers of 
her opponents argued that being In contempt 
she had no legal! standing, was not qualified 
to figure as a plaintiff In a case of appeal, 
and was an outlaw. This led the judges of 
the Appeal court, however, to give much 
needed explanation of the term of “ out- 
lawry.”’ The court took the ground that 
‘Lady Granville—who on the death of her hus- 
band’s elder brother will become marchioness 
of Huntly—is in no sense an outlaw, and that 
no matter how much she may have set the 
law at defiance no edvantage can be taken 
of no to wrong her or to prevent her from 
putting forward a legal defense against ag- 
gression. 

The court likewise made clear that there 
could be no outlawry in civil cases and that 
it was wholly wrong to imagine that a per- 
son who declined to comply with the behests 
of.any eourt, and was therefore in contempt, 
was ipso facto an outlaw. Even in the 
criminal code outlawry is virtually obso- 
lete, and has never been decreed against 
any one since 1859. It hasnot, however, been 
completely abolished, but necessitates spe- 
cial proceedings of the most elaborate and 
lengthy description, which, if accomplished, 
entail the forfeiture of all the property of 
the offender to the crown, and the depriva- 
tion of all his civil rights. 

From St. Petersburg I hear of a complete 
reconciliation between Count Witte, for- 
merly minister of finance and now titular 
president of the council of ministers, and 
Grandduke Alexander Michaelovitch, whom 
I described the other day in these colitmns 
as the most trusted confidant and influegtial 
adviser of his brother-in-law, the czar. It 
was this particular grandduke who, listen- 
ing to the insinuations of, M. Bessabrasoff, 
contributed in no small Measure to the 


both the grandduke and the czar have real- 
ized the true character of Bessabrasoff, with 
the result that the latter has not only been 
disgraced but also ordered to reside abroad, 
which is equivalent to banishment, both are 
endeavoring to make amends to Count 
Witte, who has been completely restored to 
the favor of his sovereign. In fact, he ts 
now once more high in the confidence of the 
czar, greatly to the satisfaction of his tried 
friend and associate, Count Lamsdorf, the 
minister of foreign affairs, who last year 
was on the point of tendering his own resig- 
nation when De Witte was made a victim to 
the Intrigues of Bessabrasoff. 

There ts perhaps no Russian statesman 
who inspires a greater amount of confidence 
abroad than Count de Witte, a self-made man 
of’ the humblest origin, who is married toa 
Jewess, and is a warm friend of the Fins 
and of the chosen race in Russia. His re- 
turn to power will therefore be welcomed by 
all those who have at heart the welfare of 
Russia, where his sun is once more in the 
ascendant and destined to shine more bright- 
ly than ever before. . ; 

Another royal prince has volunteered for 
service under the Russian flag in the orient. 
"It is Prince Arsene Karageorgevitch, the 
only brother of the king of Servia, who was 
much disappointed when the latter after 
ascending the throne declined to appoint him 
to the post of commander in chief of the 
Servian army, and subsequently returned 
from Belgrade to Paris, where he resumed 
his life on the boulevards as a man about 
town and is one of the best known frequent- 
ers of the all night restaurants. 

The prince formerly held a commission fn 
one of the infantry regiments of the Guard 
at St. Petersburg, but was compelled to re- 
sign when his Russian wife, Aurora Demi- 
doff, daughter of the late prince of San 
Donato, obtained a divorce from him. The 
boy, who ts the only offspring of the mar- 
riage, is being brought up by King Peter 
with his two sons. 

The other day Prince Arsene left Paris for 
St. Petersburg, entreated the czar to accept 
once more the offer of his sword; and was 
accorded an audience by the emperor, who 
at its close appointed him lieutenant colonel 
of the First regiment of Transbaikal Cos- 
sacks, which ts now stationed in Manchuria 
and already in touch with the Japanese. 
The prince, aside from being a hard drinker, 
a gambler, a spendthrift, and a “ viveur,” 
Is a good enough fellow, who has already 
seen service in the French army in Cochin- 
China, and may be relied upon to distinguish 
himself tn Manchuria and to redeem there 
his useless life, and moral shortcomings on 
the Parisian boulevards.

CHICAGO ORCHESTRA CONCERT. | 


To sit in solemn silence, look uplifted if 
you can, but under no consideration to ap- 
pear bored, applaud ‘vigorously after each 
movement, and exclaim “ Sublime!” as you 
scramble into your wraps and hurry to get 
out of the concert room—such is generally 
regarded as the ‘* proper” manner in which 
to behave during a performance of Beethov- 
en's “Immortal Ninth" Symphony, 

The famous work has become a musical 
fetish, before which every person who would 
make any pretense to musical culture must 
need sit in awed and breathless adoration. 
Its appearance On any program has come 
to be regarded as an “event’’ of especial 
significance, and for any one to say that the 
spirit and the genius of Beethoven do not 
find in this particular symphony their high- 
est, fullest, noblest revealment is to in- 
dulge in something closely akin to art blas- 
phemy. To confess to finding the work long 
or certain of its portions unsatisfactory is 
to acknowledge a lack in culture, in dis- 
cernment, in taste, In everything, in short, 
that we all of us like to think we possess, or 
are anxious to have other people think we 
possess. It is fear of being thought un- 
cultured and the blind acceptance of the dic- 
tum that every note Beethoven wrote was 
inspired, and, therefore, not to be questioned, 
that make us afraid to admit the truth even 
to ourselves. We are cowards, most of us, 
when it comes to art matters, and because of 
this there is no place where more of hypoc- 
risy is to be found than in our concert rooms, 


There is no wish to deny that the presen- 
tation of Beethoven’s Ninth Symphony is an 
“ event,” and to say that the work isin many 
respecis not a masterpiece, would be foolish. 
The dimensions of the composition and the 
fact that for its adequate performance it 
requires not only an orchestra of large size 
but a chorus of high capabilities make the 
placing of it on ary program an incident of 
importance, That the Adagio is one of the 
most lofty, most inspired utterances the 
eloquent master ever gave fmperishability 
through the medium of tone all who are in 
any wise susceptible to musical beauty will 
admit. That the second movement, although 
made unduly long by its many repetitions, is 
replete with the spirit of happiness and con- 
tent will also be conceded, but that the last 
movement with its choral finale is at best 
anything more than an unsuccessful attempt 
to add to orchestral media an instrument not 
suited to the purely Instrumental use to 
which it is put seems undeniable. 

The human voice is asked by Beethoven to 
do instrumental] service in this choral finale, 
and there is no performance possible which 
will not make a musical jumble the only 
effect obtainable. The genius of Beethoven 


ts far from finding its fullest revealment in 


this part of the symphony, for it has lost 
sight of the limitations of the means of musi- 
cal expression it is employing, and it Is in 
the skillful use of the means at hand that 
genius is most clearly evidenced. 

The “Immortal Ninth” ts a work of im- 
pressive dimensions, a work containing many 
pages of unsurpassed beauty and moving elo- 
quence, the work of one of the mighty mas- 
ters of music, but as an art work it is in- 
ferior in perfection to either the fifth, the 
third, or the eighth of its creator’s other 
symphonies; and the blind, unreasoning 
idolatry with which it is regardeg is far 
from justified.

The performance Mr. Thomas, the Chicago 
orchestra, and the Apollo club gave of the 
symphony yesterday afternoon in the Audi- 
torium was.one of rare technical smoothness 
as’far as the instrumental factor: was con- 
cerned, the second and third movements be- 
ing-played with exceptional technical purity, 
tonal suavity, and emotional warmth.

Y are teaching the science of sales- 
manship in the public schools of Bos- 
“ton! Thus does the commercial spirit 
of the age triumph at the intellectual 
hub of the universe! 

Ten years dgo the “natural born sales- 
man” would have curiea up his lip at the 
mention of anything so far fetched and 
amusing as the “ science of salesmanship."’ 
No theory in his, thank you. 

It is the same with advertising. When the 
first article on the ‘*‘ Psychology of Advertis- 
ing” ap nd in a Chicago publication 
—** practical ” advertising men laughed loud 
and long. The idea of a mere theorist invad- 
ing such a field. 

But conditions are already changed. Some 
of the greatest commercial houses in the 
country have established scientific schools 
for the salesman. There are schools open to 
the public which are devoted to the same end. 
And it is pretty well established that the 
articles on the psychology of advertising 
have opened the eyes of a good many adver- 
tisers to the causes alike of their failures and 
their successes, 

Boston is the first city, so far as known, 
which has established free courses in scien- 
tific salesmanship for the benefit, especially, 
of salesmen, saleswomen, clerks, and em- 
ployés of department stores generally. In 
order to be of use to people who are employed 
in the day time the classes in salesmanship 
are held in the evening. The first class met 
on Jan. 11, 1904, so that the experiment is a 
new one, evenin Boston. A glanceat the cir- 
culars and other literature sent out by the 
promoters of the Boston course would seem 
to indicate, even to the layman, that the 
course is a practical one which should be of 
great advantage to the pupils. 

The teacher is a young woman who, has 
graduated in law and is a member of the bar 
of Philadelphia and of Boston. At present 
she is serving as superintendent of em- 
ployés at one of the big Boston stores. Some 
of the topics which are included in the Bos- 
ton course are: 

1. How to seek a position. 

2. The elements of making a sale. 

8. The importance of personality, physique, 
health, etc. 

4. The history and character of different 
fabrics. 

The plan of the course is that the begin- 
ning classes shall first listen to talks from 
the teacher and from other practical people 
who are engaged either in actually selling 
goods or In the handling of salesmen. In 
these talks the principles underlying the 
science of salesmanship will be outlined. 
The pupils will be expected to take notes on 
these lectures and later will be asked to show 
their understanding of them by answering 
questions based on what they have learned. 

Later in the course it is the plan to have 
each of the pupils take the part of a sales- 
person and actually demonstrate his or her 
understanding of the lessons by “approach- 
ing and attempting to sell a customer, the 
part of the customer belng taken by one of 
the other pupils or by the teacher herself. 
While these demonstrations are under way 
the rest of the class will act as a committee 
of critics, and, when a demonstration Is over, 
they will, one after the other, present their 
criticisms and suggestions as to how the 
demonstration could have been improved. 

In this way it is hoped to make the course 
so thoroughly practical that it will be impos- 
sible for a salesman not to be greatly bene- 
fited by it.

She 
loved him deeply, but on his declaring him- 
self, according to her brother,:she “ must no 


-deubt have probed his faith and found it 


either strictly wrong or woefully defective. 
So she ad his suit, but without ceasing 
to see and te cherish him as a friend.” Sy 


made up her mind on grounds which she 
recognized as higher than any censideratien 
of either fetling er expediency, and she re- 
mained immovable. Years passed: ‘“ She be~- 
came an elderly and an old woman, and she 
loved the scholarly recluse to the last day 
of his life, Dec. 5, 1883, and, to the last day of 
her ewn, his memory.”

The velume was 
freely quoted from, and I was so amused 
and interested in the quetatiens that I sent 
to Londen for a copy ef the book. It seems 
that this is not the first beok by the dean of 
Bristol. His fermer volume, which was 
most faverably received, was called ‘‘ Phases 
of My Life,” and he says in the new volume 
that he knows “from abundant and grate- 
ful testimony ” that “‘ Phases of My Life ”’ 
has found its way into many a sick room, and. 
has brightened and lightened many and many 
& weary hour. “ Odds and Ends” will un- 
doubtedly accomplish just such missionary 
work, for it is full of good stories and is 
written in a delightful, optimistic vein. 

I will plunge right into the anecdotes. 
Speaking of the limited range of knowledge 
possessed by many Sunday school teachers, 
Dean Pigeu remarks: “‘ It reminds me of the 
Scetch woman who heard three discourses 
on ‘ Peter’s wife’s mother lay sick of fever’ 
on three successive Sundays.

Speaking ef preachers,.Dean Pigeu, after 
deprecating persona! allusions from the pul- 
pit, quotes as an example the story ofa 
Scotch parson who preached a sermon against 


. the sin of intemperance, in the course of 


which he said: ‘‘ I don’t mean, brethren, to 
be personal—it is a great mistake to be per- 
sonal in the pulpit—but if there should hap- 
pen to be an, old bald headed gentleman, late 
in her majesty’s service, sitting in the nerth- 
west gallery of this church, let him solemnly 
tak’ it to himself.”’ 

“ A child came home late from a children’s 
party. Her mother said: ‘1am afraid, dear, 
you did not say your prayers before you went 
to bed.’ ‘No, mamma, I did not, but I knelt

It seems that 
Mr. Caine is popular in Iceland, and a num- 
ber of his nevels ‘have been translated into 
the language of that country. “ The Prodigal 
Son’ will be published serially In America 
before it 1s published in book form. The 
magazine that has secured the serial rights 
may congratulate itself.\ It has a big cir- 
culation now, but it will have a bigger ene: 
when it begins publishing Mr. Caine’s story.

Colstoi, the Man. 


Work by Dr. E. A. Steiner.

HEN Dr. Edward A. Steiner, who 
holds the professorship of applied 
- Christianity at lowa college, was 
| a student in Germany, he made, in 
the first white dawn of what was 
for him a new. Christian day, a pilgrimage 
to the home of the man who had caused that 
dawn to come not alane for Dr. Steiner but 
for thousands of others. That man was 
Tolstoi, who found it no labor to open his 
doors to the company of travel stained, poor, 
and seeking students who had walked far 
and suffered privations to-hear from his lips 
the simple and consistent interpretation of 
the scriptures. That acquaintance has been 
sustained, and not long since Dr. Steiner 
made one more journey to the Christian 
philosopher's home to talk with that\breken 
and aged leader. The result is a book, pub- 
lished by the Outlook.company and entitled 
“ TOLSTOI, THE MAN.” The author has 
concerned himself both with the man and 
his message, and he has been frank in regard 
to se first and explicit in regard to the sec- 
ond. 

I never before would have thought of Jean 

Jacques Rousseau and Count Leo Tolstoi in 
But the effect of this 
book,- curiously enough, has been to make 
me place them together in the colossal 
egotism of their vitalizing personalities, in 
their reckless experiments with selfish pleas- 
ure, in their superb formulas fer the happi- 
ness of others, in their epic views ef life, and 
their recurrence to the Christ idea of sacri- 
flee as the means ef universal happiness. 
. in the first years of his life the moods and 
enthusiasms eof Polstoi seem to have been 
almost as passionate, as evanescent, and as 
spectacular as those of Reusseau. But the 
Russian had the advantage of Rousseau in 
several particulars, the greatest of which is 
that he has lived long enough te have fixed his 
ideas. That swirling star dust, formless, ra- 
diant, and mighty with potentiality, which 
in Rousseau never attained to its spherical 
intention, has in Tolstoi culminated in the 
philosophy which, old as Jesus Christ, but 
still new and still the cause of revolt, moves 
men to acts of magnificence, folly, and wis- 
dom, according to the temperaments of those 
who hear and espouse it. 


The most interesting part of Dr. Steiner's 
book is, to me, the chapter in which he 
tells of the influence Tolstoi has wielded. A 
judge left the bench because he saw, through 
Tolstoi’s interpretation, as he believed, the 
inner meaning of ‘* judge not that ye be not 
judged.” An officer of the Russian army 
threw up his commission because he under- 
steod at last that war was murder. A num- 
ber of milliofaires and men of great though 
lesser wealth have given all they have to 
the poor, and live in poverty. One man was 
sent to the madhouse by his relatives for 
deing this thing. Many have attained to the 
“higher marriage ’’.which Tolstoi believes 
to be the ultimate height for those who have 
chosen the lower road of marital instead of 
the higher one, as Tolstoi considers it, of 
celibate life. 

Dr. Steiner sets forth with commendable 
brevity and lucidity the teachings of Tol- 
stoi. Heamakes no advocacy for them, save 
in certain particulars, but he gives them 
something more than a respectful represen- 
tation. That they are In many particulars 
opposed to the ideals of some of the best 
modern men, and utterly at variance with 
the whole trend of popular thought, is self- 
evident. They stand at the antipodes from 
Nitsche’s teachings, and are mitigated by 
no concessions to the present time and its 
conditions. They strike an American as be- 
ing intensely oriental, fatally compliant, and 
unfitted to sustain any one, even a nomadic 
tribe, from destruction. A state has, of 
course, no dealings with them, for states 
would, upon their application, immediately 
dissolve. As celibacy is inculcated, as non- 
resistance is a fundamental, as accumula- 
tion ef property is contrary to the ideal of 
poverty, as culture is a snare, it is evident 
that civilization as it is today would, under 
the direction of a Tolstoi, perish off the face 
of the earth. And, as has been said, not 
only would civilization die, but a tribe of 
nomads, with the sands of the desert for 
their common property, and the wild dates 
for their food, weuld perish, too, if by any 
chance they met with a tribe more asser- 
tive. 


Not the “ will to live,’ but the will to dle. 
appears here in all its insipidity. If that 
were the sum total of the account Tolstoi’s 
teachings must dribble away like a feeble 
stream in the sand. But thatisnotal!l. Back 
of this supine orientalism lies a sense of 
brotherhood, a passionate, if misdirected, de- 
sire te abate the pain of the world, a white 
shaft of adoratien reaching up to God. It is 
this enthusiasm, constant and radiant, this 
reaction frem all materialism, that sweeps 
the religious man from his moorings—tears 
his feet from the earth and bears him away 
in his chariot of fire. And itis easy to believe 
that none who has net known Tolstoi can 
form any idea of his great, dominating per- 
sonality, the spaciousness of his ‘outlook 
upon life, the white elevation of his altitude. 

Dr. Steiner has written a clear book and 
a-good ene. He has not indulged in fine 
writing—not that I mean this last for un- 
qualified praise—and he has kept to his sub- 
ject. He has talked about Tolstoi, and not 
about himself; about Tolstoi's ideas, and 
not his own, which must, all things consid- 
ered, ha've been a hard thing to do. The 
book is illustrated, the pictures being In part 
the work of Pasternak, the young Russian 
artist, who has at times been a member of 
the family circle at Yasnava Polyana, 


Poor Clara Morris—with whom we have 
wept, ah! what impassioned fears! in bygone 
lachrymose, adolescent, and happy days— 
has written another novel. It is called 
“LEFT IN CHARGE,” and is published by 
G. H. Dillingham company ef New York. 
Gratitude to Miss Morris for those evanes- 
cent but wonderful days of the flowering of 
her genius keeps me from offering a review. 


Frederick Orin Bartlett has, in ““ JOAN OF 
THE ALLEY,” told the tale of a New York 
girl of the people, who, gifted with a certain 
imagination and stress of temperament, 
dreams her dreams of Jeanne 4d’Arc—she 
being of the same blood—and, ina misguided 
enthusiasm, leads her fellow workers in a 
strike. This poor child has grown up in the 
most unfortunate surroundings. Her brother 
is a slugger and a drunkard, her mether a 
whining, slovenly, broken old woman, and 
her home three rooms in a reeking tenement. 
Yet, by devious ways, dreams feund her out, 
and, though they brought her much sorrow, 
eventually they led her to joy. Perhaps the 
story is not altogether probable—but then I 
have noticed it usually happens that the im- 
probable things are the true ones. The book 
shows some immaturity, but it is, after all,.a 
goed piece of work, albeit the work of a man 
who seems likely to have more aptitude for 
the short story than for the nevel. It is 
vilely illustrated. I cannot see how such a 
firm as Houghton, Mifflin & Co. should let 
such poor drawings appear in a book that 


bears its imprint. 


Two valuable bird books appear simulta- 
neously. One is by Irene Grosvenor Wheel- 
ock of Evanston, entitled “ BIRDS OF CAL- 
IFORNIA,” and published by A. C. McClurg 
& Co. The other is “ WITH THE BIRDS 
IN MAINB,” by that old time and ardent 
naturalist, Olive Thorne Miller. - 

Mrs. Wheelock, the author of the first 
named beok, has made an enviable reputa- 
tion with her “ Nestlings of Ferest and 
Marsh.” She writes with freedom, sym- 
pathy, and humor, and the layman may 
make no excuse of dullness for not reading 
this volume. He cannet but be beth enter- 
tained and infermed. The matter is soe care- 
fully arranged that it might serve as a text 
boek. It is illustrated in a helpful and sat- 
isfactory way. 

Mrs. Miller's boot is more casual, and is in 
the style of a prolonged essay rather than a 
te** book. It is charming and personal, and 
w vastly entertain, but I fancy it is not 
to be compared to Mrs, Wheelock’s produc- 
tion as a working book for ornithologists. 
Houghton, Mifflin & Co. are the publishers of 
Mrs. Miller’s book.

Allowing thirty dozens to a case, 
it will be seen that this means 210,000 dozens, 
or 2,520,000 individuai

this vast number of 
eges is not eaten every 
day, for there are eggs 
and there are impos- 
tors, but eight-ninths 
of them are worthy to 
receive the favor of 
those who have the 
price. Using the above 
figures as a basis, it 
will be seen that 919,- 
800,000 eges drift into 
Chicago a year. In 
the good old summer 
time a good many of 
the eggs are “ birds.”” 

. The people of Chicago have Ifttle to do with 
goose eggs, and duck eggs might as well mark 
the- town off the list. There are numerous 
cliques of the egg colony in South Water 
street. The “extra fancy firsts” are the, 
aristocrats, for they are supposed to wear 
blue ribbons. The “‘ Seconds” run @ shade 
lower in general fitness. The “ checks 
might be called the oldest inhabitants, and 
the “dirties,”’” or “soiled” ones, as some 
wath rather say, bring up the rear. The 
cold storage houses are always stocked with 
enough eggs to make the chickens wonder 
how they did it, and these eggs are not half 
as bad as some people think. The art of pre- 
serving an egg for an indefinite period has 


become fine.

APPLE MERINGUE.—Stew one quart sour 
apples and add the juice and part of the 
grated rind of one lemon, together with sugar 
to suit the taste. Steam the apples through 
a colander and place them in a nice pud- 
ding dish. Beat the whites of four eggs to a 
stiff froth, to which add with a spoon,one 
cup fine sugar and one teaspoon vanilla or 
lemon extract. Spread this frosting over the 
apples and set the pudding in the oven to 
brown slightly, after which place it where 
it will become ice cold. The egg yolks, with 
the ada@ition of one whole egg, may be used 
to make a caramel custard in cups for the 
next day’s dessert. 

APPLE TUTTI FRUTTI.—Pare large, 
rather tart apples, core; and put in baking. 
pan. After they begin to bake sift over 
enough granulated sugar to coat the out- 
sides: bake until tender and brown, and 
remove from oven while still whole. Put in 
a flat, deep dish. Chop two dozen blanched 
almends, mix with them four ounces seeded 
and chopped raisins, and two tablespoons 
dried currants. Add to these one-half cup 
water, one-half cup sugar, grated rind ef 
one lemon, and one dessertspoon lemon 
juice. Simmer one-half hour, then boil hard 
ten minutes. Fill in the center with: this 
mixture and pour the remainder ever the 
outside. Serve celd with whipped cream. A 
mixture of chopped candied fruits may be 
added to sirup and used in the same way. 

APPLE SPONGE.—Cover one-half box 
gelatine with cold water and stand one-half 
hour; then pour over it one-half pint boiling 
water and stir until dissolved. Press a pint 
stewed apples through a sieve and mix with 
the gelatine; add one pound sugar and stir 
till it melts; squeeze in the juice two lemons, 
turn the mixture into a tin pan, set on ice till 
it begins to thicken. Beat the white of three 
eggs, stir into the apples, beat all together 
until thick and celd. Pour into a mold and set 
on icetoharden. Serve with whipped cream. 

APPLE FLOAT.—Boil apples till tender 
and press through a sieve till the whele pulp 
is entirely free from lumps. Sweeten to 
taste, and beat through it the whites of sev- 
eral eggs well frethed. Add lemon juice or 
nutmeg if flavoring is desired. Pour into 
handsome glass bowl, heap with beaten white 
of egg or whipped cream, dust with sugar 
and nutmeg, and here. and there drop a bit 
of clear apply jelly. Serve plain or with 
whipped cream. 

APPLE TRIFLE. — Take smooth, well 
sweetened apple sauce, chill, put In a deep 
glass dish, and heap on top with whipped 
cream. TRIFLER.

APPLE CHARLOTTE RUSSE.—Pare. 
cere, and quarter three or four well flavored 
sour apples. Add the rind of half a lemon and 
four tablespeons water,’ and ceok till apples, 
are tender. Pass through a purée sieve. 
Cook one-half cup sugar and one-fourth cup 
water to the thread stage, then pour in a 
fine stream on the white of an egg beaten till 
foamy. Beat occasionally till cold, then add 
to the apple pulp with one-half cup candied 
fruit, cut fine, the juice of half a lemon, and 
one-feurth package gelatine soaked in one- 
fourth cup cold water and dissolved over hot 
water. Stir well, set In bowl of cracked ice 
(or snow) till it begins to thicken, then fold in 
one cup whipped cream and use it to fill a 
mold lined with lady fingers er slices of 
sponge cake. 

APPLE CUSTARD.—Pare and core six ap- 
ples and cut in quarters. Addone cup sugar, 
one-half cup water, and four tablespoors 
lemon juice. Cook till apples are tender, but 
not broken. Remove the apples, boil down 
sirup till thick, pour it over apples, and set 
aside te jelly. Make a custard, using one 
pint milk, one-third cup sugar, three eggs, a 
pinch of salt. Flavor with vanilla. When 
cold pour it ever the jellied apples. 

APPLE JOHN.—Sift together one cup flour, 
one heaping teaspoen baking powder, one 
saltspoon salt; rub in a taslespoon butter, 
add one egg well beaten and one-half cup 
milk. This should be a thick batter. Have 
ready a pint ef choice apples in a baking dish. 
Spread the butter over them an@bake. When 
done reverse, cover with sugar, nutmeg, and 
butter and serve with cream er rich sauce. 

SCALLOPED APPLES.—Cut in halves a 
small leaf of stale bread. Remove inside and 
crumb it. Melt two tablespoons butter and 
stir it lightly into crumbs witha fork. Cover 
bottom of buttered pudding dish with crumbs, 
spread over ene pint sliced apples, sprinkle 
thickly with sugar, nutmeg. Add another 
layer of crumbs, a second pint of sliced ap- 
ples, seasoning, etc. Make the top layer of 
crumbs. Bake forty minutes In moderate 
oven. Cover at first to prevent browning too 
soon. Serve’ with cream and sugar.

APPLE TART.—Four large tart apples 
one cup sugar, one teaspoon sweet spices, 
| blended equally, two tablespoons water, one 
tablespoon butter. Nicely pare and slice the 
apples, stew gently in porcelain lined sauce- 
pan, adding water and butter. Season with 
ground cinnamon, mace, and allspice. When 
tender take off, cool a little. Line pie pans 
with flaky pie crust, after greasing with but- 
ter, and bake slightly brown; fill in the 
apples and cover with a thin layer of crust, 
and bake until a delicate brown. Take out, 
let cool, serve on a china plate and sprinkle 
with sugar, serving hot or cold. 

APPLE TARTLETS.—Line six tart molds 
with pie paste, peel and core three apples, 
cut into quarters, and cook ten minutes in 
one pint of water. Remove, drain, cool half 
hour. Cut the quarters into three slices 
each; line the bottom of the molds with three 
ounces apple marmalade, divided evenly; ar- 
range the sliced apples nicely over this and 
dredge with two ounces powdered sugar. 
Bake twenty minutes in baking dish, or half 
hour if necessary. Serve spread with apple 
marmalade. 

APPLE MERINGUE PIE.—Peel, slice, 
and stew four large juicy apples, mash 
through a sieve, season with one teaspoon 
grated nutmeg; fill pie pans with ple crust, 
bake and fill with the stewed apples. Bake 
twenty minutes and then spread with a thick 
meringue made by beating the whites of 
three eggs with three tablespoons powdered 
sugar. Flavor with vanilla or lemon, and 
beat till it will stand alone; set in the oven 
the ples covered with this meringue and let 
brown in oven. Serve cold.

APPLE DUMPLINGS.—Cut a. plain paste 
into squares and into the center of each put 
a fine, juicy apple, pared and cored, drop 
into boiling water. When they have boiled 
an hour beat one large spoon butter and two 
of sugar to a cream and stir inio the water 
with the dumplings. Add one cup seeded 
raisins and the grated zest of one orange. 
Boll twenty minutes longer, serve hot or 
cold with sauce poured over. 

ANOTHER WAY.—The dumplings may be 
each wrapped in a little pudding cloth to boil, 
first dipping beth dumpling and cloth into 
hot water. In this case omit the raisins and 
thickening, etc., to the water and serve with 
a hard, cream, or brandy sauce. 

APPLE PUDDING.—Have one pint apples 
stewed with one tablespoon butter and one- 
quarter teaspoon each nutmeg, mace, all- 
spice, andcinnamon. Take from fire and add 
the well beaten yolks of three eggs. Beat 
all light: beat the whites to a stiff froth and 
beat well into the pudding. Put into a but- 
tered dish and bake for fifteen minutes in the 
oven. When nicely brewned grate nutmeg 
on top and serve cold with cream or milk. 

APPLE MERINGUE PUDDING.—This Is 
the same as the preceding recipe except that 
the whites of the eggs are made into a 
meringue with the essence and powdered 
sugar. This is put on top after the pudding 
has baked fifteen minutes. Bake to a Nght 
brown and serve cold with milk or cream. 

BROWN BETTY.—One cup stale bread 
crumbs, two cups chopped apples, one cup 
sugar, two tablespoons butter, one-quarter 
teaspoon each ground spices. Butter the bot- 
tom of baking dish, put In a layer of the ap- 
ples, which have been nicely stewed; sprinkle 
with sugar and dot with butter, sprinkle 
lightly with spices; continue till all the ap- 
ples have been used, finish with a layer of 
bread crumbs, place in a moderate oven and 
bake to a nice brown. Serve hot with cream 
sauce or hard Sauce.

Petition Filed in Court to Ap- 
point Receiver for Haw- 
thorne Track. 


INJUNCTION ALSO ASKED. 


Will Endeavor to Prevent Pool 
Selling—Fictitious Sale 
Alleged. 


The old row between Turfman Edward 
Corrigan and the Burke-Brenock faction over 
holdings in the Hawthorne racetrack was 
renewed by means of a petition filed in the 


' Superior court yesterday morning. James 


C. Burke, through his attorneys, J. B. Lang- 
worthy and G. W. Plummer, asks for the 
appointment of a receiver, and also for an 
injunction “ to prohibit the use of the Haw- 
thorne grounds for pool selling, bookmaking, 
or any kind of gambling.”’ 

The bill is directed against Edward Cor- 
rigan, Richard Fitzgerald, and the Chicago 
Racing association, the name by which the 
Hawthorne racing organization was known 
previous to its reorganization as the Chicag 
Jockey club. 


“Agents and Dummies of Corrigan.” 

James Burke is a brother of John Burke, 
who made war on Corrigan in 1898, two or 
three raids on the track resulting from the 
litigation at the time and bloodshed ensuing 
in one battle that occurred between detect- 
ives hired by Burke from a private agency 
and the Pinkerton men and others employed 
on the track. 

The allegations in the bill filed by James 
Burke yesterday are in most particulars the 
Same that were charged against Corrigan in 
the Burke and Brenock suits of a few years 
ago, Corrigan ts accused of having arbitrari- 
ly conducted the affairs of the Chicago Rac- 
Ing association and converting funds to 
Such purposes as he chose, without consult- 
ing Burke, who was a minority stockholder. 
Then when suit was pending against him 
Corrigan, it is alleged, enacted the *“‘ wrong- 
ful and fraudulent scheme ” of transferring 
the Hawthorne property to Richard Fitz- 
gerald, the reorganization of the racing as- 


‘gociation into the Chicago Jockey club being 


the outcome. It is charged that the meetings 
at which these alleged transfers of the prop- 
erty were made were not regular meetings 
and were held without notice to the stock- 
holders, and the bill recites that the alleged 
board of directors participating in such meet- 
mgs were the “agents and dummies” of 
Corrigan. 


Calls Sale to Fitzgerald Fictitious. 


The bill further alleges that in October, 
1898, Dewitt H. Curtis and George H. Kuhl, 
the directors. elected by Corrigan, filed a 
bill in the Circuit court alleging that the 
association had ceased to do business and 
asking its dissolution and the appointment 
of a receiver. John Brenock sold his shares to

The weekly review of trade in 
go district, published by the R. 
Co.. mercantile agency, will say: 

The return of more seasonable weather 
conditions and lessened difficulty in the 
movement of commodities were favorable 
factors. Reports show gain in the distri- 


proved in the volume of finished fron and 


‘prices were strengthened, although commit- 


ments were mainly confined to present re- 
quirements. Notwithstanding the high aver 
age cost, the final consumption of necessities 
has continued strong and buying was heav- 
fer in leading retail lines. 

Jobbing sales of spring wares reached a 
satisfactory aggregate, with frequent re- 
quests for early shipment to western 
Large traneactions were closed in the dry 
goods, millinery, clothing, and footwear di- 
visions, and dealings were increased in sults 
and cloaks, men’s furnishings, and hats and 
caps. Easter deliveries placed groceries and 
canned goods in better position and sales 

generally 


Iron and Steel in Demand. 
The demand for iron and steel has shown 
moré urgency and covered a wider variety 
of needs, with rails, pig iron, structural and 
wire materials in best request. Prices as- 
sumed a higher tendency for all except rail - 
road requirements. New specifications have 
shown more plentifully, and with the heavy 
construction and building work now in- 
augurated there will be an enlarged absorp- 
tion of metals and lumber. Foundry men 
were freer buyers of supplies, and. the imple- 
ment makers, hardware producers, and elec- 
trical lines have become steady purchasers 
of raw materials. The distribution of heavy 
and shelf hardware increased for the coun- 
try, but local demand has been only fair. Re- 
ceipts of lumber ran 20 per cent short of the 
volume a year ago. Prices are firm and 
buying good in hardwoods and for building 


uses. 

New bullding permits and real estate sales | 
both show some increase over the corre- 
sponding week of 1903. Receipts of hides, 
2,722,491 Ibs, compare with 8,227,297 Ibs the 
previous week and 1,479,436 Ibs a year ago. 
The market was quiet but steady at quota-- 
tions recently ruling. Leather and shoe de- 
mands were moderately augmented, and the 
forwarding of footwear from distributers’ 
hands was of heavy volume. 


Grain Shipments Decrease. : 


Grain shipments, 2,372,457 bushels, are 16 
per cent under those of a year ago. With. 
the recent fall in values improvement was 
looked for in the spot demand, but actual 
sales failed to develop importance, and re- 
ceipts of all breadstuffs, except corn, were 
heavier. Prices declined steadily until 
Wednesday, when recovery set in, but, com- 
pared with the closings a week ago, quota- 
tions have declined, in wheat 1 cent, corn % 
cent, and in oats % cent. Provisions were in 
better demand and advanced, in pork 5 cents 
per barrel, in lard 5 cents, and in ribs 17% 
cents. Receipts of live stock, 253,251 head, 
compared with 297,486 head a year ago, 
showing the first notable decrease this sea- 
son. Choice beeves and heavy hogs both de- 
clined 10 cents a hundredweight, but sheep 
were in request and gained 15 cents, 

Bank clearings, $174,007,144, are fully 2 per 
cent under, those a year ago. Money ruled 
at 5 per cent for the best commercial paper 
and a fair business was’ handled, although 
offerings were less than desirable.. Invest- 
ment demand was good in municipal bonds, 
but the sales of local securities decreased 30 
per cent. The ten active stocks averaged a 
decline for the week of 10 cents a share. 

Failures in the Chicago district were thir- 
ty-five, against twenty-three the previous 
week, and twenty-four a year ago. 


TRADE ACTIVITY INCREASES. 


More Settled Weather Conditions Im- 
prove All Lines of Business— 
Traffic Figures Good. 


New York, March 11.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade tomorrow will say: 
More seasonable weather has brought in- 
creased activity in business, normal condi- 
tions existing for the first time this year at 
many points, and there is evidence of an effort 
to recover lost ground and prepare for a large 
spring trade. Collections are also improving, 
and-structural operations revive with the 
higher temperature, stimulating the markets 
for building materials and increasing real 
estate transfers. 

Manufacturing returns are favorable as 
to steel and footwear, but textile mills are 
not active, and a further curtailment of cot- 
ton spinning is probable. Settlement of sev- 
eral important labor controversies has been 
accompanied by new strikes, and soft coal 
miners have not yet reached an agreement 
with the operators. Further delay has oc- 
curred as to the iron ore schedule, upon which 
another conference will be held April 1. 

Traffic congestion ts stil] bad at some points, 
but on the whole the situation has im- 
proved, and railway earnings for February 
were only .7 per cent less than last year. 

The percentage of idle machinery steadily 
decreases, and conditions are not only much 
better than seemed possible when the year 
opened, but some reports state that the out- 
look is brighter than at any time since last 
spring. The only disturbing element per- 
tains to fuel. Movement of coal is retarded 
by inadequate transporting facilities. 


As Viewed by Bradstreet. 


New York, March 11.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say: Weather conditions have im- 
proved, and with them jobbing trade at 
leading western points. Southern spring 
trade reports continue good, and recent rain 
or snow in the southwest, though so light 
in some sections as to be of little service to 
winter wheat, has brightened wheat reports 
from that section. The iron trade also shows 
a gain in activity and in prices of crude 
material. 

The progress of the seasons has apparently 
helped the iron and steel markets. -Increased 
activity and firmer prices are noted for the 
cruder forms, continuing the large buying 
by leading interests last week. Finished 
products are also more active and increased 
business is reported, The situation in iron 
and steel pipe, wire, wire nails, and struct- 
ural iron is reported a strong one at Pitts- 
burg. Practically the same report comes 
from Chicago, where larger sales of small 
lots of pig iron, rails, and rail~"ay shop sup- 
plies are note.. From all over the country 
come reports of special activity among agri- 
cultural implement concerns. 

A disturbing feature in the fron situation 
is, however, the fact that, In the absence 
of any agreement as to this year’s prices, in- 
dependent fron ore producers are offering 
their product 50 cents to $1 a ton below last 
year’s quotations.

After deducting the ship- 
ments there was not a large margin between 
consumption by the mills and the eipts. 
While the car situation is not so bad with 
the elevator companies as a week ago, the 
movement of grain, even in Minneapolis, is 
seriously hampered, and receipts from coun- 
try elevators are greatly retarded. Elevator 
companies have grain which they would like 
to get to terminal markets, but the necessary 
cars are lacking. However, with the mild 
weather now prevailing the situation is ex- 
pected to steadily improve. In the country 
farmers are delivering little wheat. Roads 
are in bad shape and have something to 
do with it. It is the experience of the large 
elevator companies that farmers who stored 
some wheat with them at country points 
during the period of maximum prices are 
now selling part of it. At the same time 
farmers manifest a belief in high prices and 
their inclination is to hold what wheat they 
have in hopaof sharing in them. . 

The Modern Miller says: In answer to 
inquiries. covering Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, 
entucky, Missouri, Kansas, Texas, and thé 
erritories regarding present conditions and 
prospects for winter wheat, returns indicate 
there was little or no winter killed, but the 
damage from lack of moisture is thought 
by many to have been considerable. Kansas 
reports high winds and drought working 
damage and rains urgently needed. The 
need: of moisture is felt in nearly all parts 
of the winter wheat belt, yet in most sec- 
tions reports state that, while the plant is 
backward in top growth, the root growth 
is good, and favorable weather will improve 
the condition greatly. In southwest the 
crop has been damaged by dry weather and 
the acreage reduced. Only reference to fleld 
pests comes from Illinois and Texas. In 
Illinois the Hessian fly is in some wheat and 
green bugs numerous in Texas.” 


Of the strong milling position of wheat < 
Baltimore letter says: ‘* The decline in 
wheat has been purely in the speculative 
market. You can indeed purchase May 
wheat in Chicago at less than you could one 
week ago, but can millers, particularly 
those who grind soft winter wheat, buy a 
bushel ‘of good, sound milling wheat one 
cent cheaper than they were compelled to 
pay one week ago? Has the break in wheat 
shakened the confidence or weakened the 
tenacity of the holder or grower? There 
are no evidences of any stich results. From 
the miller’s point of view, consequently, 
there is little warrant to enforoe a decrease 
in the price of flour. Wheat is scarce and 
there is not any material accumulation of 
the manufactured: product, and so long as 
such facts are dominating the situation flour 
cannot be made materially cheaper.”’ 
Spencer-More of Duluth take a ! bull- 
ish view of the immediate wheat situation 
than other shippers there. In.a letter to 
Maynard they say: “ We find the wheat we 
reported yesterday as having been sold for 
export was for September shipment, instead 
of nearby. We think the report sent out that 
half our stock has been sold for shipment 
at the opening of navigation Is decidedly in 
excess of the facts.

New Issue Fisher Building Bonds.

SCHEME OF HOUSE BUYING 
IS STOPPED BY A WRIT. 


Court Ousts American Home Assurance 
Company from Illinois and Appoints 
Receiver for “‘Co-operative” Concern. 


The American Home Assurance company,’ 
alleged to have induced more than 1.000 
persons to invest In illegal co6perative 
house buying enterprises, yesterday was 
ousted from the state of Illinois, and a re- 
ceiver was appointed. Action was taken by 
Judge Mack on complaint of Attorney Gen- 
eral Hamlin. 

August Rieke, a real estate dealer, imme- 
diately took charge of the company’s busi- 
ness at 315 Dearborn street. 

The writ of ouster marked the end of the 
attorney general’s campaign of a year’s 
duration against the work .of codperative 
home buying ‘associations, which, during 
more than two years, have had offices in 
Chicago. Four companies made no defense 
and closed their offices. 

The American company contracted with 
its patrons to buy lots and build houses, to 
buy farms, and to pay off mortgages on real 
estate. All contracts were for $1,000 each. 
Subscribers paid $3 a month for a time and 
then $6 monthly. Part of this went into the 
‘expense and “‘ reserve funds. The rest, 
$2 a month on each contract, was said to be 
put in the “‘home’’ fund. The contracts 
thus made were to be redeemed in numerical 

rder, subscribers being given money for 
building purposes.

It was 
stated that anyone buying mileage books 
could get a 2 cent rate and that the average 
passenger rate in Iowa at present is only a 
trifle more than 2 cents. 

State Senator Delano asserted that if the 
railroads were restrained from granting re- 
duced transportation and issuing free passes 
they could earn more money than they do 
now. Against this argument the railroad 
officials made the statement that they could 
not cease giving mileage rates for commer- 
cial travelers, granting half fare permitr 
to clefgymen, or giving reduced rates for 
conventions without causing hardship to the 
persons interested and injuring business in- 
terests of the state. 

The railroad officials think they have con- 
vinced the senate committee that the pro- 
posed legislation would be unwise, and they 
believe the bill will be beaten in committee.

Believe Discrimination Is Found. 


Railroad officials pretend to be mystified 
over the order just issued by the interstate 
commerce commission, directing all roads 
centering in Chicago to file with the com- 
mission, before March 80, the names and 
locations of all terminal connecting roads to 
which the respondent roads grant joint rates 
and other allowances. 

The inference is that some oné has com- 
plained that roads have sécret 

ments with terminals, belt, and connecting 
lines, whereby other roads are discriminated 
against. It also is considered probable that 
arrangements for a division of rates exist 
between certain roads and shippers and 
manufacturers who ha tracks to 
their industries.

street.
